OIL INSPECTOR 


FINLEY'S WORK 


State Oil Inspector William Lr. Fin- 


ley has filed his annual report with 
Governor "^Harmon. It ' shows^ that 
vt

during the,Calendar year, January lot 
to December 31st, 1911, the department 
inspected 642,611 barrels of oil, and 
881,002 barrels of gasoline, 
naptha, 


etc., a total of 1,523,613 barrels. The 
gross revenue from these inspections 
amounted to $107,918.02. The interest 
on daily balances during the year col- 
lected by the inspector was 
?236.97. 


The aggregate expenses of the depart- 
ment for the year wsre $40,834.94, of 
which $38,985.53 were dispensed 
as 


fees and salaries fixed by law. The 
net receipts of the department for the 
year were $67,374.41, which sum. was 
turned into the state, treasury, being 
7,722.69 in excess of the net revenues 
to the state of the department 
last 


year. The gross revenues exceeded 
those of 1910 by $8,448.83 while the net 
revenues exceeded those of 1910, by 7 - 
722.68. 
The fees paid 
to 
deputies, 


fixed by law, for the increased inspec- 
tions amounting to 115,646 
barrels, 


were $2,143.09. This shows a net sav-i 
ing in such operating expenses of the 
department as may be controlled 
by the inspector of $1,416.95 over 1910, 
and,

the report for 1910 a similar saving of 
over $700. was effected for that por- 
tion of the year during which the de- 
partment was administered by Inspec- 
tor Finley.

riftit kept up a fair degree of military 
• fficieney and a regular organiztion. 
I The militi system, however, "was 
ijrgely used in the War of 1812, but 


v ms so unreliable that it is stated

occasion 
the 
militia was 
laced in the first line and told to 
fre at least one volley before falling 
jack. No attempt was made to use 
fce militia in the Mexican war, and 
pry little use was made of it in the 
jvil War. 
The first call in the lat- 
tr was made upon the militia for 
einporary service and it was occa- 
jonally used during the war by the 
fates when invaded. 
I After the Civil War there arose in 
host of the States volunteer military 
irganizations, made up by volunteer 
ihlistments. The states began to rec- 
jgnize these organizations and to 
ii'ake proper appropriations for their 
Mpport. The National Government 
ilso began to make appropriations 
or their arms and equipments. Un- 
ler this volunteer plan a fair degree 
if; military efficiency was attained, 
md the name of "National Guard" 
vas adopted by most, if not all of the 
.tates 
'•rThis National Guard made up al- 
flpst the entire first call of 125,000 
rien for the Spanish American war. 
C"hey did not, however, enter this 
ervice as militia, but as volunteers. 
Vi" special law was passed by Con- 
jress authorizing the president to ac- 
•ept National guard organization by 
•egiments, but each individual man 


bad to enlist under this volunteer act 
and 'there was considerable delay in 
transferring the regiments from the 
state to the National service. 


The experiences, oj the' Spanish- 
American War made it apparent to 
both the National Guard and' the reg- 
ular army that if the National Guard 
was to be an effective 'military torcfe 
for war service it must be organized 
equipped and disciplined the same as 
the regular army. 
Also that there 


should be some means ol" transferring 
the National Guard organizations to 
the United States service without the 
delay incident to re-enlistment or 
•volunteering. ' 


After careful study a new militia 


bill was presented to Congress and 
was enacted into a law January 21, 
1903. This, with subsequent amend- 
ments, placed the organized militia 
or National Guard, 
where it wa 


originally intended to be by the con 
titution. 
.This last recognized th< 


name Organized Militia or Nationa 
Guard. 
Congress also made addi 


tional appropriations tor arms, cloth 
ing and equipment. 
It is now a 


much a recognized part of the inlli 
tary resources of the national gov 
ernment as is the regular or stand 
ing army. It can be called directly 
into the service of the United State 
by organizations without new enlist 
men^s. 
The organizations as such 


can 'be called for indefinite' service 
each officer and man serving for tin 
balance of his term ot commission o 
enlistment. It is expected to be in 
such a state of readiness as to be 
prepared for immediate, active wa; 
service, and, as a matter of fact, i 
would form largely the first line. 
The,National Guard of the varioui 
states has become-uniform in organ 
ization, equipment and 
discipline 
This new function of the Nationa 
Guard has brought about the neces 
sity for a very different kind of train 
ing. 
In .fact it must be trained to 


perform all the duties required by th 
state in time of peace, in maintaining 
law and order and protecting life am 
property, and in addition thereto be 
trained in all 
those 
duties which 


would have to be performed in active 
war service 
It is therefore a dua 
organization—state organization in 
time of peace and a National organ 
ization in time of war. 
Few realize how much training is 


now required of the National Guard 
but this may be classified under the 
following general head. 


The use and care of arms. 
Sanitation and care of the "woundec 
in the field. 


Discipline. 
The science ot war. 
In former times the simplicity of 
fire arms, did not require the same 
amount of training as at present. 
With modern rifles, the ^effective 
range in open country^ is one mile. 
At one thousand yards, firing should 
be quite accurate. The rifle itself is 
complicated, involvirig a great deal 
of care in keeping it in proper con- 
dition. 
The artillery arm is even 


more complicated and has an, effecr 
tive range of over three miles. The 
firing of this arm, is as a rule, indi- 
rect. That is, by means of,a system 
of mathematical calculations the field 
piece can be fire~d from a concealed 
position without the^ object fired at 
>eing in view. 
Coast batteries are 
still more complex. Much time, there- 
'ore, must be spent in training men 
at target practice, as -well as in the 
care of arms, before they are prop- 
erly "trained for war service. This, 
jerhaps.'is one of the, most difficult 
tasks presented, requiring patience 
on the part of both officers and men. 


Until recent years, little attention 
was paid to sanitary laws in active 
field service, neither was the indi- 


idual man trained in the methods 


of caring for himself in the field. 
iVithout going into unnecessary de- 
ails, it may be stated in a general 
vay that much time and effort is 
low spent in training men not only 
o understand but to obseive proper 
anitary regulations. 


In the care of the wounded in the 


ield much attention is given. 
All 


iien are taught the application of 
irst aid to the wounded. They are 
Tovided with simple bandages and 
aught the use of same. All wounds 
lot serious are dressed on the field 
'f battle, thereby saving much loss 
'f life. 
Thousands of well trained 
nen slightly wounded are returned 
n a few days or weeks to their prop- 
r commands. 


The wora "discipline" is used heie 
n its 
broaaest 
sense. 
It 
means 


lonipt and cheerful obedience to or- 
ders, accurate and faithful perform- 


.nce 
of duty, and, above all, the 


proper co-ordination of each unit,to 
all others, orderly administration ol! 
all departments; in general, all those 
things which make an army move 
like a well adjusted 
piece of ma- 


chinery, each part fitting iuto the 
other, and each part adjusted to do 
the particular thing for which it i 
designed. 


It fok<5» more time, probably, t< 
secure good discipline than any othe 
part of the soldier's training. It re 
quires the constant supervision o 
officers, the rrequeut cringing to 
gether of each branch of the service 
it requires a thorough knowledge o 
customs, forms and regulations. 
Oilicers must be schooled .in the 


effective training and handling o 
men in the field, not only m prepar 
ation for battle, but in battle itself 


This is done by actual service ir 
the field. 
Under present plans, fre 


quent mobilization of the Nationa 
Guard with the Regular Army is par 
ticularly important, especially in co 
ordmating these two branches of th 
service. This training is obtained by 
performing the same kind of dutie 
in the open country as might be re 
quired in actual war, scouting, lecon 
naissance, patrolling, 
advance and 
rear guard, extended order, battle 
exercises, making and reading maps 
judging distances and 
elevations 


plans of battle, issuing of orders ii 
proper form, etc. 


In the absence of the opportunity 


for field service, military problem 
are worked out on maps devised fo 
this purpose. 
There is no limit to 


the amount of work that can be don 
along this line. The National guard 
is now being trained in all these du 
ties and it is becoming in fact as wel 
as in name, a military organization 


It now consists of 120,000 officers 


and men, and this number, by enlist 
ing to the full war strength of com 
panies, could be almost doubled. Its 
present full value to the government 
therefore, 
should be estimated at 


200,000 officers and men. 


To secure the efficient training o 
the National Guard involves a great 
er expense than can well be afforded 
by the states. The National Govern 
ment has adopted a liberal policy in 
providing arms, clothing and equip- 
ment. The great difficulty now 'faced 
is m the fact 
that 
the Nationa 


guardsman must earn his' own live- 
lihood, and the training, particularly 
for national 
service, 
involves an 


amount of time and effort which he 
really cannot afford to give without 
some reward. It is manifest that we 
have arrived at a. point where some 
compensation 
should be made and 
this should come from the National 
Government. 


To accomplish this is a bill is now 


before Congress which provides for 
compensation on the basis of a per- 
centage of pay for the Regular Army. 
The benefits of such a bill iusecuring 
a higher degree of efficiency, can 
hardly be estimated, and it should 
therefore receive the hearty support 
ot all citizens. 


The National Guard is particularly 


commended to the earnest considera- 
tion of all employers. -It is believed 
that if they thoroughly understand 
its importance and( value, they w 
unhesitatingly encourage the young 
men riri' their employ * to enlist, 'and 
will willingly grant them the amount 
of time from their regular work to 
properly perform the military duties 
required. 


This country should certainly feel 


proud of its National Guard and it 
should stand ready to support it in 
every possible way. Its success will 
depend, as almost everything depends, 
upon the good will of the people at 
arge. It is doing all it can to merit 
;his good will. 


It is believed that in the develop- 


ment of this special form of militia, 
:hat is, the volunteer organization or 
National Guard, in conjunction with 
the regular aimy, the future problem 
ol the military policy of this country 
s solved. It meets all the conditions 
•equired 
In developing this force, 


no mater to what extent, men are not 
withdrawn from their regular voca- 
,ions, and therefor from the produc- 
tive capacity ol the country 
While 


'illing their regular positions in life, 
hey voluntarily devote part of their 
ime in preparing themselves for niil- 
tary service. This form of military 
raining does not encourage a prej- 
udice in the minds of the people, but 
•n the contrary, makes military scr- 
ice popular. 


The value of the National Guard 


.oes not- rest alone on the fact that 
t is an effective military lorce for 
var service. It is also a great edu- 
ational institution. No one who un- 
erstands the training can fail to 
ome to the conclusion that the dis- 
ipline required, the development of 
ntelligence, the precise and orderly 
•erformanec of duties, the develop-

Declaring against the granting of 


absolute titles to public resources, to 
individuals and 
corporations 
and 
against a system of taxatipn which 
amounted to fining the man who im- 
proved his property. Rt. Rev. Charles 
D. Williams, D. U., Bishop of Michi- 
gan expounded the 'theories' of sin- 
gie tax at the Trinity Episcopal par- 
ish house Wednesday evening before 
a good sized audience of men and wo- 
men. 


The lecture was under the aus- 


pices of the Men's Club of Trinity 
church and preceding the public ad- 
dress, the Bishop was a guest and 
spoke at a banquet of the club in ,the 
church parlors. 


Bishop Williams' 
explanation of 
the theory of single tax was clear. 
His method of delivering his message 
was interesting and he held the close 
attention of his hearers throughout 
the hour's address. 


The 
speaker 
confined 
himself 
largely to the moral side of the ques- 
tion, after explaining that the expres- 
sion "single tax" was a misnomer, 
that the theory was wrongly named. 


Dr. Williams explained - that the 
single tax was but one of several es- 
sential features to the whole creed 
or theory. He said that it was really 
composed of fiscal, economic and 
moral features and told his audience 
that he expected to confine himself 
to the moral side of the issue. 


He said that a "single taxer" was 


neither an anarchist nor a Socialist, 
no more than a Socialist was an an- 
archist. He explained that it was im- 
possible for one man to be both a so- 
cialist and an anarchist as the two 
were as opposite as the two poles. 


He declared that the "single tax- 
er" believed that it -was the equal 
right of all men to the use'of the 
earth or access to nature's resources, 
that what the individual produced, 
belonged to the individual; that what 
the country produced, belonged to 
the country; that what nature gives 
belongs to the children of nature, 
hence the control or monopolization 
of any natural resources by an indi- 
vidual or corporation was contrary 
to the laws of nature. The primitive 
people recognized the common right 
of all to nature's resources. 


He illustrated the fallacy of giv- 


ing away the right and title to the 
natural resources, to individuals or 
corporations by referring to the great 
anthracite coal region. 
This region 


is absolutely controlled by one man. 


The spealter compared this to the 


coal Cellar of the nation to which the 
entire nation has an equal right. The 
right was given to one man to carry 
up the coal from the cellar for which 
he was to receive a reasonable com- 
pensation. In addition, he was given 
the key to the coal cellar and when 
he demanded, more moneyv for car- 
rying up coal and this was refusedj 
he locked the cellar and denied the 
nation access^to'the supply uutil his 
demand was met. 


The speaker diagnosed the illness 


of this country to be due, largely to 
a wrong system of taxation. He said 
the man who owned vacant lots in 
the center of a city which booked the 
progress of the city, got his property 
taxed at farm land rates while the 
man across the street, who improved 
his property by the erection of a sub- 
stantial building, was fined, by hav- 
ing his taxes boosted higher. 


He stated that the solution to the 


problem was the removal of all tax 
except that upon 
land values and 


ground rentals. 
He would let the 
state be the landlord of the nation. 
He would let each man take the re- 
source he could best develop, pay 
rental into the common treasury, and 
then get out of his resource all the 
wealth his ability can produce 
He 


would place no burden upon industry 
or ingenuity. 


This would result in a stimulation 


of industry and would be a great fac- 
tor m stopping labor troubles. 
B. W. Doty, chairman of the taxa- 


tion committee of the constitutional 
convention, who was to have been 
present to mtr&duce 
Bishop Wil- 


lams, was unable to be present Rev 
L P Franklin, lector of the Trinity 
church, in a few appiopriate remarks 
introduced the speaker.

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THE NATIONAL GUARD 


,Tlie National Guard, wnlle founded 


upon tbe militia, should not be con-' 
fused with it, 'as it is a very different 
force. 
The'militia, was the original 


military organization' of the colonies. 
It proved oT uncertain value during 
tno Revolutionary war, so much so 
that Congress authorized the raising 
of a Continental army, made up of 
levies from different states. This mi- 
litia system continued during the pe- 
riod of the Confederacy. • Wheu the 
Constitution was adopted it there- 
fore recognized the two forms of 
military force, a national army, and 
the militia of the various states. .The 
Constitution empowered Congress to 
provide for "calling forth the mi- 
litia to execute the laws of the Un- 
ion, suppress insurrections and repel 
Invasions." Also, "to provide for or- 
ganizing, arming and disciplining the 
militia, reserving to the states the 
appointment of the officers and the 
training of the militia according to 
regulations prescribed by .Congress.' 
Congress acted upon this authority 
and enacted the old militia law, May 
8, 1792. This law remained in force 
with few amendments until 1903. Un- 
der this law, Congress authorized the 
president to call forth the Militia, but 
limited the service to nine months 
and provided that the Militia coulc 
not be' taken outside of the United 
States. All able bodied men betweei: 
the ages of 18 and 45, with the ex- 
ception of th'ose specifically exempt- 
ed, composed the militia. 
Compuli 
sory service was required in time of 
peace to the extent of complete en- 
rollment, organization and an annual 
muster. 
Each enlisted man. of the 
militia was required to arm himsell 
•with the following arms' 
A good 
musket or firelock of a bore suffic- 
ient for balls of the eighteenth part 
of a pound, a sufficient bayonet and 
belt, two spare flints' and a knap- 
sack. A pouch with a box therein 
to contain not less than twenty-tour 
cartridges, each cartridge to contain 
a proper quantity 
of powder arid 
ball; or with a good rifle, knapsack 
and powder horn, twenty balls suited 
to the bore of his rifle and a quarter 
of a pound of powder. 
Each officer 
to be armed Tvith a sword and hang- 
er or spontoon. 


Following,this 
law, the states, 
either in their constitutions or their 
laws, recognized the militia and pro- 
vided for enrolling them, organizing 
military districts and appointing mil- 
itary commanders. 
Under this sys- 
tem the militia was an utter failure. 
It was bad enough In early history 
of the colonies, when, the population 
was small. It became.worse and worse 
as the population increased.* The In- 
dividual failed to provide themselves 
•with proper arms, the arms in use ber 
came obselete and the" States did not 
keep up (the organizations. 
No at- 
tempt was made at uniformity in the 
different states." The annual muster 
became a travesty. On one occasion 
a regiment appeared for muster arm- 
ed with cornstalks. In many instances 
it was made the excuse for drinking, 
horse racing, wrestling matches and 
prize fights. 
There were a number 


of the old militia organizations, how- 
ever, dating back to Colonial times, 
that kept up a fair degree of military 
efficiency and a regular organiztion. 
The militi system, however, -was 
largely used In the War of 1812, but 
was so unreliable that it ris stated 
on one occasion the 
militia was 
placed in the first line and told to 
fire at least one volley before falling 
back. 
No attempt was made to use 
the militia in the Mexican war, and 
very little use was made of it in the 
Civil War. The first call in the lat- 
ter was made upon the militia for 
temporary service and it was occa- 
sionally used during the war by the 
states when invaded 


After the Civil War there arose in 
most of the States volunteer military 
organizations, made up by volunteer 
enlistments. The states began to rec- 
ognize these organizations and to 
make proper appropriations for their 
support. 
The National Government 
also began to make appropriations 
for their arms and equipments. Un- 
der this volunteer plan a fair degree 
of, military efficiency was attained, 
and the name of "National Guard" 
was adopted by most, if not all of the 
states. 


This National Guard made up al- 
most the entire first call of 125,000 
men for the Spanish American war. 
They did not, however, enter this 
service as militia, but as volunteers 
A special law was passed by Con- 
gress axithorizing the president to ac- 
cept National guard organization by 
regiments, but each individual man 


had to enlist under this volunteer act 
and 'there was considerable delay in 
transferring the regiments from the 
state to the National service. 


The experiences, oj: the" Spanish- 


American War made it apparent to 
both the National Guard and the reg- 
ular army that if the National Guard 
was to be an effective military force 
for war service it must be organized 
equipped and disciplined the same as 
the regular army. 
Also that ;there 
should be some means of transferring 
the National Guard organizations to 
the United States service without the 
delay incident to re-enlistment or 
volunteering. 


After careful study a new militia 
bill was presented to Congress and 
was enacted into a law January 21, 
1903. This, with subsequent amend- 
ments, placed the organized militia 
or National Guard, 
where it wa 
originally intended to be by the con 
titution. 
This last recognized th 


name Organized Militia or Nationa 
Guard. 
Congress also made addi 


tional appropriations for arms, cloth, 
ing and equipment. 
It is now a 
much a recognized part of the mili 
tary resources of the national gov 
eminent as is the regular or stand 
ing army. It can be called directlj 
into the service of the United State 
by organizations without new enlist 
menjts. 
The organizations as such 


can 'be called for indefinite" service 
each officer and man serving for th 
balance of his term ot commission 01 
enlistment. 
It is expected to be in 
such a state of readiness as to be 
prepared for immedia'te, active war 
service, and, as a matter of fact, i 
would form largely the first line. 
The,National Guard of the various 
states has become-uniform in organ 
ization, equipment and 
discipline 
This new function of the Nationa 
Guard has brought about the neces 
sity for a very different kind of train- 
ing. 
In fact it must be trained to 
perform all the duties required by the 
state in time of peace, in maintaining 
law and order and protecting life ant 
property, and in addition thereto be 
trained in all those 
duties which 
would have to be performed in active 
war service. 
It is therefore a dua 
organization—state organization in 
time of peace and a National organ- 
ization in time of war. 
Few realize how much training is 
now required of the National Guard 
but this may be classified under the 
following general head. 
The use and care of arms. 
Sanitation and care of the -wounded 
in the field. 


Discipline. 


„ The science of war. 


In former times the simplicity of 
fire arms- did not .require the same 
amount of- training as at present. 
With modern rifles, the (effective 
range in open country,, is one mile. 
At one thousand yards, firing should 
be quite accurate. The rifle itself is 
complicated, inyolvirig a great deal 
of care in keeping it in proper con- 
dition. 
The artillery arm is even 
more complicated and has an effec- 
tive range of over three-miles. The 
firing of .this arm, is as a rule, indi- 
rect. That is, by means of a system 
of mathematical calculations,the field 
piece can be fired from a concealed 
position without the^ object fired at 
jeing in view. 
Coast batteries are 


still more complex. Much time, there- 
nore, must be spent in training men 
at target practice, as well as in the 
;are of arms, before they are prop- 
erly "trained for war service. This, 
jerhaps,'is one of the. most difficult 
:asks presented, requiring patience 
on the part of both officers and men. 
Until recent years, little attention 
was paid to sanitary laws in active 
field service, neither was the indi- 
vidual man trained in the methods 
of caring for himself in the field. 
.Vithout going into unnecessary de- 
,ails, it may be stated in a general 
vay that much time and effort is 
now spent in training men not only 
o understand but to observe proper 
;anitary regulations. 


In the care of the wounded in the 
icld much attention is given. 
All 


men are taught the application of 
irst aid to the wounded. They are 
jrovided with simple bandages and 
aught the use of same. All wounds 
not serious are dressed on the field 
f battle, thereby saving much loss 
)f life. 
Thousands of well trained 
nen slightly wounded are returned 
n a few days or weeks to their prop- 
r commands. 


The word "discipline" is used here 
n its broaaest 
sense 
It 
means 
roinpt and cheerful obedience to or- 
ders, accurate and faithful peiform- 
auce of duty, and, 
above all, the 


proper co-ordination of each unit.to 
all ethers, orderly administration of 
all departmenis; in general, all those 
things which make an army move 
like a well adjusted 
piece of ma- 
chinery, each part titUug into the 
other, and each part adjusted to do 
the particular thing for which it is 
designed. 


It" ^£kes more time, probably, to 
secure good discipline than any othei 
part of the soldier's training. It re 
quires the constant supervision o 
otiicers, Uie riequent bringing- to 
gether of each branch of the service 
it requires a thorough knowledge o 
customs, forms and regulations. 


Officers must be schooled in, the 
effective training and handling o 
men in the field, not only in prepar 
ation for battle, but in battle itself 
Tills is done by actual service in 
the field. 
Under present plans, fre 
quent mobilization ot the Nationa 
Guard with the Regular Army is par 
tieularly important, especially in co 
ordinating these two branches of the 
service. This training is obtained by 
performing the same kind of duties 
in the open country as might be re 
quired in actual war, scouting, recon 
naissance, patrolling, advance and 
rear guard, extended order, battle 
exercises, making and reading maps 
judging distances and 
elevations 
plans of battle, issuing of orders ii 
proper form, etc. 


In the absence of the opportunity 


for tield service, military problems 
are worked out on maps devised for 
this puipose. 
There is no limit to 
tile amount of work that can be done 
along this line. The National guarc 
is now being trained in all these d\v 
ties and it is becoming in fact as wel 
as in name, a military organization 
It now consists of 120,000 officers 
and men, and this number, by enlist- 
ing to the full war strength of com- 
panies, could be almost doubled. Its 
present full value to the governmeni 
therefore, 
should be estimated at 


200,000 officers and men. 


To secure the efficient training of 
the National Guard involves a great- 
er expense than can well be afforded 
by the states. The National Govern- 
ment has adopted a. liberal policy in 
providing arms, clothing and equip- 
ment. The great difficulty now faced 
is in the fact 
that 
the Nationa: 
guardsman must earn his' own live- 
lihood, and the training, particularly 
tor national 
service, 
involves an 
amount of time and effort which he 
really cannot afford to give without 
some reward. It is manifest that we 
have arrived at a point where some 
compensation 
should be made and 
this should come from the National 
Government. 


To accomplish this is a bill is now 


before Congress which provides for 
compensation on the basis of a per- 
centage of pay for the Regular Army 
The benefits ot stich a bill insecuring 
a higher degree of efticiency, can 
hardly be estimated, and it should 
therefore receive the hearty support 
of all citizens. 


The National Guard is particularly 
commended to the earnest considera- 
tion of all employers. -It- is believed 
that if they thoroughly understand 
its importance and value, they 'will 
unhesitatingly encourage the young 
iuen^iri' th'eir employ to enlist, ''and 
will ..willingly grant them the amount 
of time from their regular work to 
properly perform the- military duties 
lequired. 
This country should certainly feel 
proud of its National Guard and it 
should stand ready to support it in 
ivery possible way. Its success Avill 
depend, as almost everything depends 
ipon the good will of the people at 
:arge. It is doing all it can to merit 
:his good will. 


It is believed that in the develop- 
ment of this special form-of militia, 
:hat is, the volunteer organization or 
National Guard, in conjunction with 
the regular army, the future problem 
oi the military policy of this country 
s solved. It meets all the conditions 
•eauired. 
In developing this force, 
no mater to what extent, men are not 
withdrawn from their regular voca- 
tions, and theretor from the produc- 
ive capacity ot the country. While 
'illing their regular positions in life, 
hey voluntarily devote part of their 
ime in preparing themselves for mil- 
tary service 
This foim of military 


raining does not encourage a prej- 
udice in the minds of the people, but 


n the contrary, makes military ser- 
ice popular. 
The value of the National Guard 


ioes not rest alone on the fact that 
t is an eflective military force for 
var service 
It is also a great edu- 
ational institution No one who un- 
derstands the training can fail to 
ome to the conclusion that the dis- 
ipline required, the development of 
ntelhgence, the precise and orderly 
erformanec of duties, the develop-

SINGLE TAX 


EXPOUNDED BV BISHOP OIIAS. 1>, 


WILLIAMS OF MICHI- 


GAN. 


Lcctui'u Givew Umlcij Auspices of 


Men's Club at Trinity episcopal 
Parish House AVetliiesdwy. 


Declaring against the granting of 


absolute titles to public resources, to 
individuals and 
corporations and 
against a system of taxation which 
amounted to fining the man who im- 
proved his property. Rt. Rev. Charles 
D. Williams, D. t>., Bishop of Michi- 
gan expounded" the theories of sin- 
g*e tax at the Trinity Episcopal par- 
ish house Wednesday evening before 
a good sized audience ot men and wo- 
men. 


The lecture was under the aus- 
pices of the Men's Club of Trinity 
church and preceding the public ad- 
dress, the Bishop was a guest and 
spoke at a banquet of the club in the 
church parlors.' 


Bishop Williams' 
explanation of 
the theory of single tax was clear. 
His method of delivering his message 
was interesting and he held the close 
attention of his hearers throughout 
the hour's address. 


The 
speaker 
confined 
himself 
largely to the moral side of the ques- 
tion, after explaining that the expres- 
sion "single tax" was a misnomer, 
that the theory was wrongly named. 
Dr. Williams explained - that the 
single tax was but one of several es- 
sential features to the whole creed 
or theory. He said that it was really 
composed of fiscal, economic and 
moral features and told his audience 
that he expected to confine himself 
to the moral side of the issue. 
He said that a "single taxer" was 
neither an anarchist nor a Socialist, 
no more than a Socialist was an,an- 
archist. He explained that it was im- 
possible for one man to be'both a so- 
cialist and an anarchist as the two 
were as opposite as the two poles. 
He declared that the "single tax- 
er" believed that it was the equal 
right of all men to the use' of the 
earth or access to nature's resources, 
that what the individual produced, 
belonged to the individual; that what 
the country produced, belonged to 
the country; that what nature gives 
belongs to the children of nature, 
hence the control or monopolization 
of any natural resources by an indi- 
vidual or corporation was contrary 
to the laws of nature. The primitive 
people recognized the common right 
of all to nature's resources. 


He illustrated the fallacy of giv- 
ing away the right and title to the 
natural resources, to individuals-or 
corporations by referring to the great 
anthracite coal region. 
This region 
is absolutely controlled by one man. 
The speaker compared this to the 
coal cellar of the nation to which the 
entire nation lias an equal right. The 
right was given to one man to carry 
up the coal from the cellar for which 
he was to receive a reasonable' com- 
pensation. In addition, he was given 
the key to the coal cellar and when 
he demanded, more money for car- 
rying up coal and this was refused 
he locked the cellar and denied the' 
nation access to the supply until his 
demand' was met. 
-

~ The speaker diagnosed the illness 
of this country to be due* largely to 
a wrong system of taxation. He said 
the man who owned vacant lots in 
the center of a city which bocked the 
progress of the city, got his property 
taxed at farm land rates while the 
man across the street, who improved 
his property by the erection of a sub- 
stantial building, was fined, by hav- 
ing his taxes boosted higher. 


He stated that the solution to the 


problem was the removal of all tax 
except that upon 
land values and 
ground rentals. 
He would let the - 
state be the landlord of the nation. 
He would let each man take the re- 
source he could best develop, pay 
rental into the common treasury, and 
then get out of his icsource all the 
wealth his ability can produce. He 
would place no burden upon industry 
or ingenuity 


This would result in a stimulation 


of industry and would be a great fac- 
tor in stopping labor troubles. 
B. W. Doty, chairman of the taxa- 


tion committee of the constitutional 
convention, who was to have been 
present to introduce 
Bishop Wu- 


lams, was unable to be present. Rev 
L. P Franklin, rector of the Trinity 
church, in a few appropriate remarks 
introduced the speaker
